Power and responsibility for enforc-

A general conviction exists through- 


out this commonwealth not only that 
the Volstead act 1« not enforced, but 
that no vigorous effort has ever been 
made to enforce It. Our people have 
seen men known lo be opposed to 
the enforcement of the law selected 
to compel obedience to it on the part 
of others. 
They ai-e told that ap- 


pointments to the position of enforce- 
ment agcut ore treated as political 
spoil*, and that politicians opposed 
to ail.that the law stands for are per- 
mitted to name such agents.

believe that persons high in official 
place are constantly and openly vio- 
lating the spirit if not the letter of 
the law, and winking at Its violation 
hy others. They understand that li- 
quor Is sold almost as freely and 
openly as It wax before the passage 
of the eighteenth amendment. 


. With such beliefs in mind, the people 
are necessarily led to conclude that 
the law is systematically disregarded. 
by those whose peculiar duty It Is to 
respect or enforce it, and in conse- 
quence the general disregard for all 
law grown steadily worse.
